Boarding School. 


An interesting letter from Mrs. Wade, who, 
since the removal of Mrs. Boardman to Tavoy, 
has had the entire charge of the boarding! 
school at Maulmein, furnishes the following | 
facts: 

The school was in a prosperous state at the | 
commencement of 1829, and fresh applications | 
were made for admission to it ; but the alrea-| 
dy pressing demands on the time and strength | 
of Mrs. Wade, would admit of no increase. | 
Indeed it became doubtful about this time, 
whether the circumstances of the female disci- 
ples and enquirers, did not demand more of 
her attention than was compatible with the 
ordinary duties of the school, and whether, be- 
ing alone, if one branch of labour must be sus- 
pended till other aid arrived, it should not be 
the latter. It was finally decided by the con- 
current judgment of the brethren to adopt this | 
course. A part of the children were sent home, 
and pfovision made for the instruction of such 
as remained ; together with other day schools 
under the charge of Mary Hasseltine, for whom 
a school house was provided in the vicinity of 
the mission premises. ‘The measure has so 
far succeeded well; and Mary, who was one

Some 
of the head men abode with him day and night, 
and avowed their full conviction of the truths 
of the Gospel. Nor does it appear that the in- 
habitants of this particular district, differ mate- 
rially in their dispositions from Karens in other 
sections of the country. ‘* One of them.” says 
the Journal, ** came from the Province of Mer- 
‘gui, and states that the Karens in Vavoy, Mer- 
gui, and Tenasserim, have all heard of us, and 
are desirous of listening to our instruction.” 
It is happy for this class of people and for the 
mission, that the native assistant, Ko Thah- 
byoo, is of their nation, and most faithfully de- 
struction. He is constantly 
devising means for their improvement, and 
voluntarily itinerates for weeks together, to 
teil them of the Gospel of Christ.

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BA?CTIST MISSIONARY SOCIETY OF 
MASSACILUSETTS. 

| This Society held their annual meeting on 
| Wedne sday evening last, at the I’ederal Street 
| Baptist Meeting House. ‘The Annual Report 
was rea] by the Secretary, Rev. H. Malcom. 
It appenred by this ‘Report, that $1295 had 
been v:)ted to assist feeble churciies in main- 
taining the preached Gospel, and $1025 for 
Missionary labour—equal to the support of an 
individu al in these arduous works, for 22 years 
and 9 months. In alkthe instances in which 
churches have been assisted, it has been a 
condition that they supply preaching for the 
same term of time as is paid for by the Mission- 
ary Society. This money has been expended 
in eleven different States, viz.—In Maine, 
$305—Vurmont, 165—New Hampshire, 8265 
—Massac hnsetts, $410—Rhode Island, 350— 
New Yor's, $355—Pennsylvania, §100—New 
Jersey, $65—Ohio, $265—North Carolina, 
65—-Illinois, $265—-Total, $2310. The 
whole aroount expended in missionary service, 
and for the churches, in the 20 years of the 
Society's: existence, about $55,000—equal to 
211 years Missionary labour. The Report 
noticed a fact, well deserving a place in that 
document, that there was a disposition too 
prevalentin many country towns, to divide 
small churches, and to form two from one, 
which can but just support itself. This has 
led to the building of new mecting houses,— 
which has brought an inconvenient debt on 
small communities, and Jed to the appointment 
of deacons, in some instances, of persons not 
qualified for the office. ‘These debts ‘have 
led to the taxing of the Missionary Socievy for 
the help of these feeble churches, of which 
there now are, in our States, 1500 with ut min- 
| isters. 

The Rev. J. O. Choules, of Newport, mo- 
ved the acceptance of the Report. Ue intro- 
duced the resolution by some remarks upon 
the small boundaries of present Christendom, 
and then said that this was no kind of ground 
for despair, for it was a striking feature in the 
divine economy to unite carly insignificance 
with ultimate grandeur. This was illustrated 
by reference to the operations of Nature and 
the dispensations of Grace—espcecial reference 


Mr. Knowles of Boston, the Rev. Mr. Thresh- 
er, late of Portland, andthe Rev. Mr. Jackson, 
of Charlestown, severally spoke on the occa- 
sion. The remarks were strikingly adapted to | 
exhibit the value of Education, its utility in the 
arduous and responsib!e work of the Sacred 
Ministry, and the necessity of adopting meas- 
ures by which its benefits shall be liberally im- 
parted to young men who may he called to 
preach the Gospel, and who may be regularly 
introduced by the churches to which they be- 
long.

Encouragement was drawn from the Jan- 
The speaker then ex- 
pressed strong hope ofa vast and speedy ex- 
tension of Zion’s glory, and argued the spread 
of the gospel from its adaptation to all climes 
and classes and ages. It was shewn that from 
the nature of things, the delusion of Mahomet 
and the rites of Judaism can never become 
universal. Here, the glorious certainty of the 
gospel’s far spread circulation was insisted on 
with emphasis. It was stated that early Chris- 
tians acted upon the belief that the gospel of 
Christ was to be an everlasting one, and hence 
they assumed the character and fulfilled the 
duties of Christian Missionaries. 1t was point- 
ed out that the gospel was a system which 
would admit no partnership, and that it was 
in its temper and spirit exclusive and even eXx- 
terminating to every thing that opposeth itself 
to God. 

Some appropriate remarks were here offer- 
ed upon the neutrality of Christians, who sa- 
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rifice their obedience to Christ and allegi- 
ance to his kingdom at the shrine ‘of Charity. 
The charity of the Bible was then fpourtrayed 
as being very different from the charity so 
much in vogue. ‘The operations of this Soci- 
ety were then defended upon the ground of 
necessity and duty. Mr. C. then observed 
that it was as important to counteract error at 
home in the hamlets of our beloved land, as to 
throw the light of light upon the glooms of Pa. 
ganism. Affecting views of our own land 
were here presented to the meeting, and the 
worth of souls was insisted on as the granu 
stimulus to enlarged and persistive efforts. 

The duty of sacrifice atthe present age was 
strongly insisted upon, and the inconsistency 
of professors who avoid the high duties of the 
day was clearly shewn. 

The address was closed by a reference to 
the approbation of conscience, the smiles of 
God, und the rewards of the eternal world, 
where the Missionary enterprise would be re- 
coynized us the cause of God, and be invested 
with immortal glories.

No mat- 
ter what his colour or clime or creed—if he is 
a Jew, wounded, bleeding, and perishing at my 
feet—and | am a Samaritan—-we are neigh- 
bours. By the law of iove 1 am bound to help 
him. This law simplifies ourduty. It deter- 
mines a point of great moment—where to begin. 
I wrant that the Gospel is to be preached to ev- 
ery creature. This is the object of Foreign 
Missions. It is also the object of Domestic 
Missions. A farmer wishes to cultivate a large 
field. His hand is on the plough. But shall 
he first transport it to a distant part of the 
field ? or insert itin the soil at his feet, and 
thence run his line toits utmost bound. Do- 
mestic Missions are the sources of loreign 
Missions. They plant your Churches, they 
raise your funds, your friends, your Agents, 
your Missionaries to the heathen. Sir, 1 was 
struck with a fact in the Report of the General 
Agent of the Assembly of Presbyterians in the 
United States. Of about 1200 Presbyterian 
Churches in this country, he says 500 were 
planted by the Agency of the Connecticut 
Congregational Society. Who can tell, Sir, 
how many of the 4400 Baptist Churches in our 
country have been gathered by the instrumen- 
tality of the Baptist Domestic Missionary So- 
ciety of Massachusetts? For myself Sir, | 
owe it eternal gratitude. Ifany man savingly 
directed my soul to the cross of Christ, it was 
one whose name { shall probably never know 
in this world, but he was, if I remember, an 
aged, trembling Missionary of your Society, but 
he preached the gospel to my heart. 

Domestic Missions are indeed the only origin- 
al foundation of Foreign Missions. Foreign Mis- 
sions are the grand edifice, whose magnificence 
fills our eye ; but what is the superstructure 
without the foundation ? 

I am far from thinking lightly of our obliga- 
tion to sustain Foreign Missions. I plead for 
Domestic Missions as auxiliary tothem. They 
are kindred objects, and so close, so vital is 
the connection between them, that as in the 
case of the Siamese youth lately exhibited in 
this city, you cannot sever the ligature which 
binds them together, without equally endanger- 
ing the life of both. 

Rev. Mr. Chessman, of Lynn, added other 
remarks, showing the happy influence of Chris- 
tian labour, and the salutary action of one mis- 
sion on another, in mutually encouraging and 
facilitating the progress of both, in measures 
for the salvation of the world.

to Bankok in August, 1828, to dstribute Chinese

The whole population of Bankok, consist- 
ing of Natives, Chinese, Cockhin Chinese, Cambo- 


jans, Peguans, Laos, Burmans, Ta’oyans, and Ma- 


lays, is 401,3000. 
Mr. Gutzlaff possesses a knowledge of medicine, 


and was in great request amongall ranks, as he 


practised gratuitously, and in a larze proportion of 
cases successfully. Chinese settles and the crews 


of junks from Hainon, Canton, and Fokien, received 


the Christian boois with cordiality and gratitude. 
The king of Siam directed four of his translators to 
render some of them out of Chinese into Siamese. 
Aod Mr. Gutzlaff has remained to ranslate the New 
Testament into Siamese by the assistance of Chinese 
who are acquainted with both languages. The ©1- 
amese receive officially from the government of 
China an Almanac every year. !t is wrapped up in 
yellow silk, and received in great staie. by the king 
and bis ministers.

HOLY LIVING, 
Or, the Christian Experience of President 
Edwards. 
WRITTEN BY HIMSELF. 


Since I came to Northampton, I have 
often had sweet complacency in God, in views 
of his glorious perfections, and of the excellen- 
cy of Jesus Christ. God has appeared to me 
a glorios and lovely Being, chiefly on account 


of the same nature, and which had the same 
effects. 

«* Often, since I lived in this town, I have had 
very affecting views of my own sinfulness and 
vileness ; very frequently to such a degree, as 
to hold me in a kind of loud weeping, sometimes 
for a considerable time together; so that | 
have often been forced to shut myself up. I 
have had a vastly greater sense of my own wick- 
edness, and the badness of my heart, than ever 
I had before my conversion. It has often ap- 
peared to me, that if God should mark iniquity 


all mankind ; ofall that have been, since the 
beginning of the world, to this treme: and that I 
should have by far the lowest place in hell. 
When others, that have come to talk with me 
about their souls concerns, have expressed the 
sense they have had of their own wickedness, 
by saying, that it seemed to them, that they 
were as bad as the devil himself; I thought 
their expressions exceeding faint and feeble, 
to represent my wickedness. 

** My wickedness as I am in myself has long 
appeared to me perfectly ineffable, and swal- 
lowing up all thought and imagination; like 
an infinite deluge, or mountains over my head. 
I know not how to express better what my 
sins appear to me to be, than by heaping infi- 
nite upon infinite, and multiplying infinite by 
infinite. Very often, for these many years, 
these expressions are in my mind, and in my 
mouth, ** Infinite upon infinite—Infinite upon 
infinite !’"—When I look into my heart and 
take a view of my wickedness, it looks like an 
abyss, infinitely deeper than hell. And it ap- 
pears to me, that were it not for free crace, 
exalted and raised up to the infinite height of 
the great Jehovah, and the arm of his power 
and grace stretched forth in the majesty of his 
power, and in all the glory of his sovereignty, ] 
should appear sunk down in my sins below 
hell itself ; far beyond the sight of every thing, 
but the eye of sove reign grace, that can pierce 
even downto sucha depth. And yet it seems 
to me that my conviction of sin is exceedi, 
small, and faint ; itis enough to ame me, te 
| have no more sense of ~ 


of his holiness. ‘The holiness of God has al- 
ways appeared to me the most lovely of all his | 
attributes. ! 

*¢] have loved the doctrines of the gospel ; 
they have been to my s3ui like green pastures. 
The gospel }.2s secmed to me the richest treas- 
wre that] desired, and I longed thatit might 
dwell richly in me. The way of salvation by 
Christ, has appeared in a general way, glorious 
and excellent, most pleasant and most beauti- 
ful. Ithas often seemed to me, that it would 

in a great ure, spoil heaven, to receive it 
in any other way. ‘lhat texthas often been 
affecting and delightful to me Isa. xxxii. 2, 4 
man shall be a hiding place from the storm and 
a covert from the tempest, &c. 

“It has often appeared to me delightful, to 
be united to Christ; to have him for my head, 
and to be a member of his body ; also to have 
Christ for my teacher and prophet. I very 
often think with sweetness, and longings, and 
pantings of soul, of being a little child, taking 
hold of Christ, to be led by him through the 
wilderness of this world. That text, Matt. 
xviii. 3, has often been sweet to me, Except 
ye be converled and become as littlechildren, &c. 
l love to think of coming to Christ to receive 
salvation of him, poor in spirit, and quite empty 
of self, humbly exalting him alone; cut off| 
entirely from my own root, in order to grow 
into, and out of Christ, to have God in Christ 
to be all in all; and to live by faith on the son 
of God, a life of humble, unfeigned confidence 
in him. ‘That Scripture has often been sweet 
to me, Psal. cxv. 1, Not unto us, O Lord, not 
unto us, but unto thy name give glory, for thy 
mercy, and for thy truth’s sake. 

‘* Sometimes, only mentioning a single word, 
caused my heart to burn within me; or only 
seeing the name of Christ, or the name of some 
attribute of God. And God has appeared 
glorious to me, on account of the ‘Trinity. It 
has made me have exalting thoughts of God, 
that he subsists in three persons ; I‘ather, Son, 
and Holy Ghost. The sweetest joys and de- 
lights I have experienced, have not been those 
that have arisen frorn a hope of my own good 
estate; butina direct view of the glorious 
things ofthe gospel. When enjoy this sweet- 
ness it seems to carry me above the thoughits 
of my own estate ; it seems, at such times, a 
loss that I cannot bear, to take off my eye 
from the glorious, pleasant object I behold 
without me, to turn my eye in upon myself, and 
my own good estate. 

«My heart has been much on the advance- 
ment of Christ’s kingdom in the world. The 
histories of the past advancement of Christ's 
kingdom have been sweet to me. When |

Itseems to me that though their degrees of hu- 
mility may be suitable to them, yet it would be 
a vile self-exaltation in me, not to be the lowest 
in humility of atl mankind. Others speak of 
their longing to be ** humbled to the dust ;”

RELIGIOUS CONVERSATIONES. 

There are multitudes of persons whose soul 
is pervaded with the essence of religion,—who 
carry it about in their very temperament—and 
who yet are utterly without the capacity of em- 
bodying it in the form of propositions, or even 
of giving it manifestation in a sustained and 
continuous act of devotion. ‘They may, perhaps, 
be unable to speak half a dozen intelligible 
words on the subject to the ears of men, and 
yet, all this while, their souls may be in habitu- 
al and blissful discourse with the Father of Spir- 
its. And these are the persons who are to be 
depressed, and embarrassed, and perhaps incu- 
rably dispirited, by the volubility of some great 
performer, who may have his memory in the 
finest possible training, while his heart may, 
perhaps, remain wholly undisciplined and un- 
touched! Undoubtedly, that religious inter- 
course is the most profitable which brings us 
into secret communion with wise and friendly 
instructors, or into converse with the venerable 
and illustrious dead—not that which may call 
into competition the craving egotism and self- 
importance of the living. 

We have heard italleged, in defence of these 
colloquial exercises, that if a man be deeply and 
sincerely interested about heavenly things, he 
cannot but delight to talk of them ;—a remark

low insight into human‘nature, A man may 


h| delight to speak of his studies and pursuits; 


but we greatly doubt whether any one, whose 
character has solidity and substance in it, ever 
delights to speak much of his tenderest senti- 
ments, or his deepest emotions, or his most so- 
lemu obligations,—except it be under the sa- 
cred privacy of confidential intercourse. Men 
will talk,—we most of us know to our cost,—by 
the hour together, of their dogs, and their hors- 
es, and their cattle, and their acres,—they will 
break out into unmerziful tediousness on the 
stratifications of the glebe, or the mysterious 
embossment of the human cranium—they will 
prose interminably on ‘he interior of Africa, 
till—(as we have somevhere read or heard it 
expressed )—we are tenpted to wish that Africa 
had no interior !—all jhese atrocities we know 
men will commit, without remorse, even at their 
social and convivial meetings ; but we have ne- 
ver heard of any setof virtuous or benevolent 
individuals formally issembling for the sake of 
discussions de finibts bonorum ct malerum; 
much less, with a vew to pour out into each 
other’s ears the overfowings of their tenderness 
for their respective wives and children, of their 
fervid devotion to their friends, or of their 
measureless delight in the exercise of philan- 
thropy and generosity. — Now religion is a 
theme which ts able to stir our spirits from their 
very depths, often with incomparably greater 
potency than any secular pursuit, or any earth- 
born passion, It speaks to our hopes and fears 
with more “ miraculous organ” than ary other 
power or agency which can address itself to the 
soul. And for this very reason it is, that men 
may frequently »e averse from its introduction 
into conversation. From its very nature it is 
unfavourable to -hat easy unembarrassed frame 
of mind which is the very life of familiar com- 
panionship. ‘ey who love it most, will be 
found ready to meditate upon it,—to hear of it 
in the sacred assemblies of the faithful,—to 
read, mark, learn, and inwardly digest it,—but 
they will not always, or frequently, be found 
ready to talk about it. The tone of conversa- 
tion cannot, long together, be kept up to the 
overpowering sciemnity of the subject. Andi! 
the attempt he persisted in, the probabiliiy is, 
that the whole affair is converted ints a formal 
religious exercise or prophesying ; or else that 
it degenerates into that pernicious snare and 
pit-fall, a mutual communication of religious 
experiences, for the edification of the whole as- 
sembled company.—-British Critic & Theol.

ABOLITION OF WIDOW BURNING. 

A fow woeke singe id was announced on the 
authority of accounts from India, received 
through the English papers, that the ancient 
and cruel custom of widow-burning had been 
abolished in that country by the British author- 
ities. ‘These accounts were afterwards con- 
tradicted, but we are gratified to learn from our 
London Magazines for March and April, re- 
ceived by the John Jay, that although the ori- 
ginal announcement was premature, it is’ still 
certain that Lord Bentinck ‘* has determined 
to declare the practice of suttee illegal, and to 
put it down,” and that an order of council was 
probably issued for this purpose several months 
since. On this subject the London Missionary 
Register says :— 

We were anxious, in our former notice of 
the reported abolition, by Lord William Ben- 
tinck, of the practice of widow-burning, not to 
awake more confidence than the evidence of 


the fact would warrant; but we think our- 
sulves now Lully aULNOTI4ed, Vy the deeuments 


here presented to our readers, to congratulate 
them on the removal, bythe noble conduct of 
the Governor General, of this oppressive bur- 
den of guilt from our country. We are indebt- 
ed for the following extracts to the kindness of 
the Rev. John Dyer, Secretary of the Baptist 
Missionary Society. Mr. W. H. Pearce, one 
of the society's missionaries in Galcutta, writes 
on the 28th of November :— 

‘** | have delightful intelligence to communi- 
gate. Sutteees were abolished by an order of 
council last Tuesday, and we daily expect to 
see the regulation published! You are prob- 
ably aware, that all the missionaries in Calcut- 
ta, and its neighbourhood, addressed Lord 
Witham Bentinck on the subject, some months 
since. As the practice has been abolished 
with the fullest information as to the feelings 
ol the native army and native community gen- 
erally on the subject, we have no idea that the 
act of abolition will be either modified or re- 
tracted in consequence of further experience ; 
and hence, though we deplore the loss of the 
hundreds who have perished while the investi- 
gation wes proceeding, we rejoice the more 
heartily in the result. The administration 
of Lord W. Bentinck is by this act crowned 
with glory, which no conquests could other- 
wise have secured it.” 

On December first, Mr. Pearce adds: 

‘** As the assertion in one of the newspapers, 
(made apparently on the best authority,) that 
the practice of suttee was abolished by his 
lordship incouncil last Tuesday, was the next 
day contradicted by another journal, and as 
considerable doubt with regard to the immedi- 
ate intentions of government was in conse- 
quence entertained, we thought it best at once 
to write a note to the Judicial Secretary to 
government, requesting information as to the 
real state of the case. His answer is as fol- 
lows: ‘ The regulation has not actually pass- 
ed, but you may safely write that it has been 
determined to declare the practice of suttee il- 
legal, and to put it down.’ 

‘* By this you will perceive what reason for 
thankfulness we have to the Father of the fath- 
erless and the Judge of the widow, for His 
grace in inclining the hearts of our rulers to 
the happy determination thus announced. 
What a source of happiness to Lord William 
Bentincs must be the reflection, that, by one 
measure of his administration, seven hundred 
lives, ai least, are annually preserved ; and the 
endearing attentions of a mother continued 
for years to at least twice that number of or-

PORTER AND ALE——MILK—MOLASSES AND WATER. 


Of the qualities and effects of the two bev- 
erages, porter and milk, I can speak, says a 
late English physician, from actual experience. 
From my youth upwards, I have been fond of 
walking, and have found very great benefit 
from the exercise. My walks have not been 
short ; as from inclination I generally, during 
my under-graduateship at Cambridge, walked 
the distance between that university and my 
parent's residence in London, on the com- 
mencement and termination of the vacations. 
In these walks I found that two or three pints 
of milk helped to carry me much more com- 
fortably to my journey’s end, than twice that 
quantity of porter or ale. By using the one, I 
reached my destination unexhausted and in 
fine spirits ; by the other, I was rendered wea- 
ry. drooping, and glad to retire at onee to 
rest. 

Another beverage, to the beneficial effects of 
which I can testify, both from experience and 
observation, is that made with molasses and 
water, and rendered slightly acid by means of 
cream of tartar. ‘The molasses is put into boil- 
ing water, and when the mixture is cool, a 
small quantity of cream of tartar is added, ac- 
cording to the palate ; Or what may, in general, 
be preferred, a small portion of lemon juice, or 
even of common vinegar. By making use of 
ibis mixture, instead of strong, middling or ta- 
ble beer, and observing, at the same time, an 
abstemious diet, an intimate friend of mine, 
now in his seventy-fourth year, is enjoying a 
vigorous and comfortable old age, and is pos- 
sessed of a stronger and more healthy consti- 
tution, than many men who have not attained 
to half his age. His flow of spirits, even ten- 
or of health, and activity both of mind and bo- 
dy, are not surpassed by those of any man in 
the best and most desirable period of life. He 
informs me, that by the time he had reached 
his fiftieth year, he was enfeebled both in mind 


and body, by free and luxurious living. ‘The 
beastly intemperance of a companion at a sup- 


per-party, convened at an inn, excited his dis- 
vust, and determined him to alter his course of 
life. l'rom that time to the present, he has 
lived temperately and regularly, and met his 
reward ; a healthy and sound state of body. 
His constant reply to his friends, who complain 
to him of one kind of illness and another, is, 
‘Live temperately, take sufficient exercise, 
and you will be as healthy and contented as | 
am." Let every one try the experiment, and 
I will stake my reputation as a medical proph- 
et, that he will not find himself disappointed ; 
besides having the satisfaction of saving in his 
pocket that money which must be laid out upon 
physic and physicians, to counteract the dilap- 
idating effects of too much devotion to eating, 
and to the fascinations of the festive board.

Free Bracks in Lovisiana.—By accounts 
from New Orleans tothe 19th ult. we learn 
that a bill was before the Legislature of that 
State, which enacts that ** whoever shall write, 
publish, or circulate any writing having any 
tendency to cause discontent among the free 
colored population, or of insubordination among 
the free colored population, or of insubordina- 
tion among the slaves of the State,” shall on 
conviction, be condemned to hard labor for iile, 
or to the punishment of death, at the discre- 
tion of the Court—That ‘* whoever shall make 
use of expressions, in a public discourse pro- 
nounced at the bar, or on the bench of the 
Judge atthe Theatre, or in any other place 
whatsoever ; whoever shall make use of ex 
pressions in a private conversation or discourse, 
—who shall make use of signs or actions, har- 
ing tendency to produce discontent among the 
colored population, or to excite insurrection 
among the slaves of the State ; whoever shall 
maliciously cause to be introduced any paper, 
pamphlet or book, having the above mention- 
ed tendency,” shall on conviction be condem- 
ned to imprisonment at hard labor for not less 
than three years, and not more than twenty-one, 
or to punishment by death at the discretion of 
the Court—That ‘all assemblies of negroes, 
mvlattoes, or any other free colored persons 
in churches, schools or other places, for the 
purpose of learning toread or write, will be com 
sidered illegal, and that persons who thus a 
semble,” shall on conviction, be imprisoned 
from one to twelve months :*—That “any 
person who shall teach, or permit to be taught, 
or who shall cause to be taught to read or to 
write, any slave child,” shall on conviction, be 
condemned to imprisonment for the same per 
od as above.
